MATCHBOX 

David Detweiler sale nets a cool £132,546 at Vectis Auctions. 



ALONG with Corgi and 
Dinky, Matchbox 
is certainly one of 
the most popular 
(and prolific) 

vintage diecast 
manufacturers. Due 
to the sheer amount 
of models produced ^ . 
by the Lesney factory, 
for many the thrill of 
collecting Matchbox 
is to try and snap up those 
unusual colour/model 
variations produced in 
very small numbers, often 
just to use up bits knocking 
around the factory. 

A collector that did 
just that was David 
Detweiler, who only 
collected non-standard 
production variations 
of Matchbox Superfast 
produced by the Lesney 
factory between 1969 and 
1982. He was looking 
for differences in body 
and interior, along with 
base or wheel variations. 
However, after collecting 
hundreds of examples, 
David’s collection recently 
went under the hammer 
at Vectis Auctions. There 
were 1,550 lots, which were 
mostly single lot items, and 
many had never been sold 
by the auctioneer before. 

In terms of value, the

most sought after piece 
during the two-day sale 
was a Matchbox Superfast 
No. 12a Land Rover Safari, 
featuring a blue body, brown 
luggage, white interior without 
transmission tunnel and five- 
spoke narrow wheels with 
black axle clips. “Superb and 
genuine example of one of 
the rarest Superfast models 
made,” noted the listing. 
Estimated at £3,000 to £4,000, 
the Land Rover sold for £5,400. 

Second place went to a 
Matchbox Superfast No. 45a 
Ford Group 6 in non-metallic 
green with a circular No. 7 
nose label, clear windows, 
ivory interior, chrome 
engine, bare metal base and 
five-spoke wide wheels. With 
just a few tiny chips, it was 
in near mint condition and 



realised £2,300... slightly 
over the top estimate. 
Another example of the 
same model but without 
the nose label and a rare 
black engine (rather than a 
chrome-plated engine) sold 
for £2,200. 

Our final four figure lot 
is a Matchbox Superfast 
No. 33a Lamborghini Miura 
pre-production Superfast 
trial model with a yellow 
body, clear windows, clear 
rear engine cover, red 
interior, bare metal base 
with front tow slot but 
without cast rides above/ 
below base text and solid 
chrome disc prototype 
Superfast narrow wheels. 
In good plus to excellent 
condition, the Lambo 
realised £1,600. ■

In very good to 
excellent condition, with 
a good to very good box, 
the van cleaned up at £200, 
which was £80 over the top 



pre-saie estimate. 

Just slightly behind No. 
315, with a hammer price 
of £190, was a No. 122 
United Dairies Milk Float. 
Finished in red with a white 
roof and interior, the fioat 
came with its original box, 
club leafiet and collector 
card and was in very good 
to excellent condition, 
along with a very good box. 

One of the surprising 
outcomes was a mixed lot 
featuring a No. 404 Morris 
Mini Van with decorator 
and ladder, along with a No. 
210/1 Royal Mail Van with 
picture and club leafiet. 
The pair were estimated at 
£80 to £120 but the hammer 
fell on £620... how’s that for 
a finish? ■

Particularly strong in the 
model railway section is the 
quality boxed 0 gauge items 
and a good selection of live 
steam models. The star lot in 
the 00 gauge section is a near 
mint boxed Hornby Dublo No. 
80059 3 rail 2-6-4 3218 tank 
engine, with an estimate of 
£220 to £250. 

Auctioneer Nell Hilditch 
said: “There’s something for 



everyone in this sale - a large 
model railway and diecast 
section, as well as a variety of 
more unusual lots including a 
Bing Liner. If you’re looking 
for a good Christmas pressie, 
Cottees will be selling a Doctor 
Who clothing pattern book and 
Doctor Who cook book, so you 
can dress and dine just like 
your favourite sci-fi hero!” 

The sale will be the last 
toy sale to be held at Cottees’ 
premises in Wareham before 
the auction house relocates to 
Poole. The first sale in January 
is already proving promising 
with an impressive live steam 
collection, over one hundred 
American brass HO models 
and a rare Dinky Fenwick 
Delivery Van. ■

near mint condition. “A 
superb example of this hard 
to find model,” stated the 
description, which certainly 
helps to explain the £420 
price... just slightly over 
the £400 low estimate. 

We’ll finish with a No. 249 
Mini Cooper with De-Luxe 
Wickerwork featuring a 
scarce black roof, yellow 
interior and number plate 
stickers, which had been 
added. In near mint, boxed 
condition, the hammer price 
wasn’t mini and it sold for 
£360, which was £60 over 
the top estimate. ■ 



A Corgi Toys No. 468 
Routemaster Bus in a New 
South Wales livery was 
among the best in show 
at C&T Auctioneers last 
month. This particular 
example was a possible 
pre-production model and 
came with a certificate, 
along with ‘Mettoy Toys 
Limited’ embossed on the 
box. Estimated at £400 to 
£600 the model was in good 
condition with a good box 
and sold for £500. 

Also on the Corgi front 
was another possible pre- 
production model, this 
time a No. 258 The Saint’s 
Volvo PI 800 in white with 
a red interior and blue 
bonnet label, complete 
with a blue printed 
Corgi Collectors Club 
leafiet and ‘Corgi Toys 
Limited’ embossed 
on the box. With an 
estimate of £600 to 
£800, the Saint’s 
car realised £750.

1960s Hornby Dublo boxed model, which made £250.

THE ROBOTS 

Tinplate robots sell for thousands at David Duggleby Auctioneers. 




word that alien robots 
recently invaded the 
picturesque seaside town 
of Scarborough, leaving 
behind a few empty wallets 
and potentially disappointed 
collectors. That’s right, 
four of these tinplate 
terrors caused scenes of 
chaos at David Duggleby 
Auctioneers in the resort, as 
bidders furiously fought to 
snap up these superb pieces. 

Among the more typical 
model railways and dolls, 
these items certainly stood 
out from the crowd. Taking 
the top spot was a Nomura 
Tetsujin 28 No. 2, originally 



tsujin is a 
popular animated character in 
Japan, appearing in numerous 
comics and television shows, 
however toys bearing his 
impressive image are quite 
scarce. As such, the example at 
Duggleby’s smashed through 
the £500 to £600 estimate and 
realised £950. 

It was followed closely 
behind by a Cragstan Space 
Conqueror Man of Tomorrow 
robot, complete with its 
original box. Although no 
description of the condition 
was given, it looked to be 
excellent in the pictures and 
sold for £850. Another robot 
companion was an unspecified 



1960s Japanese remote 
controlled tinplate robot in 
metallic blue/grey without 
its box that sold for £400, 
based on an estimate of just 
£80 to £120. 

We finish with the Dux 
Astroman that, unlike the 
pieces mentioned above, 
was actually made in West 
Germany, rather than Japan 
- the home of the tinplate 
robot. Originally launched 
in 1959, Astroman was 
made from plastic instead 
of tinplate, so is thought by 
many to be the first plastic 
remote controlled robot. 
The example at Duggleby’s 
made £320. ■

ALTHOUGH Britains is, of 
course, best known for its huge 
array of military models, over 
the years it has produced a 
wide range of other toy figures 
that draw inspiration from 
numerous different sources. 
One of the firm’s most valuable 
ranges is the Racing Colours 
series of famous racing horses 
and their jockeys. Colchester- 
based auctioneer Reeman 
Dansie recently had a neat 
selection of four of these 
models and all exceeded their 
top estimate. 

First past the post was a 
Britains Racing Colours of 
Famous Owners ‘Lord Derby’ 
in its original box and in very 
good condition, complete with 
an intact whip. The paintwork 
was very good, while the box 
was good. Valued at £80 to 
£120, Lord Derby whipped up 



a storm to sell for £180. 

However, it was a photo 
finish for second place, as ‘HH 
Aga Khan’ (whip top missing, 
some paint loss, box good) 
and ‘HM The King’ (minor 
paint loss, whip intact, box 
very good) both sold for £170. 
Finally, in last place, ‘Lord 
Astor’ stumbled over the line 
with his whip top missing, 
minor paint damage but a very 
good box, realising £160. 

Elsewhere in the auction, 
a very sleek J. Rosenthal 
JR21 Gerry Anderson's 
Thunderbirds friction- 

powered Lady Penelope's 
FABl sold for £120... triple 
the top estimate. Another 
treat was a Yonezawa tinplate 
Winky Robot made in Japan in 
the 1950s. With no major rust 
or damage, the robot realised 
a decent £600. ■

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T he front cover of the Ju 
1989 issue should be 
immediately recognisable 
to Corgi collectors, as it | 
features breaking news | 
about Marcel van Cleemput’s The 
Great Big Book of Corgi. Nowadays 
it’s considered to be the bible of 
Corgi collecting and there was certainly 
some excitement regarding the release in the 
Collectors Gazette. “Corgi enthusiasts cannot 
afford to miss this most important publishing 
event since Corgi diecast models” stated the 
lead article. 

Alongside this, the other big feature was an 
interview with Ron Ping about the formation of 
Exclusive First Editions. It has the “potential to 
make a big impact on the toy and model scene” 
stated the Gazette in reference to EFE’s new 
plans. Of course, that statement was spot-on and 
Exclusive First Editions is still producing some 
top quality models to this day. 

Meanwhile, on the advertising front, it was 
interesting to see a large half-page advert for 
Christie’s, which was planning the Meccano 
Museum Sale. Of course, at one point Christie’s 
really was the premier toy auctioneer with some 
truly spectacular lots for collectors before it 
sadly decided to concentrate on other areas of 
the antique market. 

Elsewhere there was a little celebrity in the 
pages of the Gazette, courtesy of TV personality 
Gyles Brandreth who was celebrating the first 
anniversary of The Teddy Bear Museum in 
Stratford-upon-Avon. “We have bears of every 
shape and size from more than 20 different 
countries,” explained Gyles. Sadly the museum 
has since closed its doors and part of the 
collection of teddies has moved to the Polka 
Theatre in London... actually, in a strange link 
to the above paragraph, many of the bears 
that were previously on display were sold at 
Christie’s in 2007. 

Finally there’s a large report from the 
Windsor swapmeet, which at the time was the 
swapmeet by which all others were judged. 
Forget Sandown or Birmingham, Windsor was 
where it was at. The Gazette reported that 
people were queuing around the venue to get 
inside and punters were even trading in the car 
park before the venue was officially opened. 
What a sight that must have been! CG

In some ways, the 
competition between the 
different diecast 
manufacturers in the 1960s 
was a little like the space 
race, with firms like Dinky 
and Corgi working to 
outdo their competition 
with ever more elaborate 
and spectacular play 
features. In a future issue 
David will be looking at 
more of Corgi's great 
innovations, such as 
opening doors and 
bonnets, plus we'll be 
reviewing some of the 
fantastic play features on 
Corgi's various TV and 
film-inspired models. So

T hroughout the 
production of 

Corgi toys, from 
the launch in 1956, 
to the present 
day. Corgi has always been 
one of the market leaders. 
The nature of innovation in 
manufacturing, is usually 
concerned with positive 
changes to a product and 
during the 1960s, Corgi was 
the master of innovation, as 
it was very often the first 
company to try a particular 
gadget or new feature in its 
toys. 

At the launch of Corgi 
Toys in 1956, competition 
from other toy makers and 
manufacturers from around 
the world was just gaining 
pace. Many of these were 
producing similar diecast 
models, and so it was 
important right from the 
very beginning that Corgi 



set itself the 
standards, both m i ciaLiun lu 
choice and quality. 

The Corgi Toys ‘lights’ 
story begins with ‘silver 
trim’, and follows with 
landmark developments 
throughout the 1960s. All 
the cars up until 1961 had 
silver front lights, which 
were either painted or mask 
sprayed onto the car. As 
well as the lights, the spray 
mask would also fit around 
other areas of silver work 
and complete the process in 
one go. A good example, and 
one of my favourite cars, is 
the Jaguar 2.4 litre, released 
as model No. 208S in October 
1960. This car had a number 
of refinements, including 
an interior and suspension. 
It was a popular car and 
achieved 256,000 sales. The 
front of this car had silver 
headlights, side lights, grille

adequate - until 1961. 

In 1961, Corgi released 
the Bentley Continental as 
model No. 224. It appeared 
in two-tone black and silver, 
or apple green and cream. 
It was a very stylish, luxury 
car with an interior, opening 
boot, steering, chrome 
bumpers and grill. A car 
like this clearly needed a 
great deal more than silver 
paint for the headlights. 
Corgi fitted this model with 
‘twinkly’ jewelled front 
headlights, and ruby red rear 
stop lights, which completed 
the car and maintained that 
first class look. I am sure 
that the combination of all 
the extra attractions on this 
car boosted the sales figures. 
It achieved 964,000 sales, 
and I have no doubt that the 
jewelled headlights played

were to develop further but 
in the meantime. Corgi had its 
focus on another functional 
light altogether. In 1962, 
the Superior Ambulance 
on Cadillac Chassis was 
released as model No. 437. 
This emergency vehicle had 
a main light on the roof, and 
four subsidiary lights at each 
corner - just like the real 
thing. The hashing light was 
battery powered from the 
main body of the vehicle, 
and the four smaller lights 
were illuminated through 
transparent plastic rods 
from the main light source 
- a fantastic idea. Vehicles 
with working features were 
always very popular, and 
working lights certainly 
‘ticked the box’. According to 
the Great Book of Corgi, this 
vehicle achieved 1,287,000 
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One of my favourite cars - the Jaguar 
2.4 litre, released as model No. 208S in 
October 1960.

In 1963, Corgi released the 
Commer Police Van as model 
No. 464. Once again, this 
vehicle had a working light. 
The model had a cam on the 
front axle, which rotated and 
connected then disconnected 
on each cycle. The battery 
was held in the main body 
of the van, where the grille 
and opaque covering of the 
side windows prevented any 
view of the interior. This first 
version of the Commer Police 
Van was available until 1967 
and was then replaced with a 
new version with a blue light, 
which was released with the 
same model number. The 
Commer Police Van went on 
to achieve 438,000 sales. 

We can now return to 
headlights, as in 1963, Corgi 
released the Rover 2000 as 
model No 252. This excellent 
model was issued in metallic 
blue with a red interior, or 
deep maroon with a cream 



interior. It had luxurious 
suspension but no opening 
features. It did, however, 
have the all-new ‘Trans-o-lite’ 
system on board. This was a 
fabulous new light system, 
which conveyed light from 
a ‘light box’ straight to the 
front headlights. The light 
box formed part of the rear 



window and looked like a 
1960s de-mister attachment, 
which were very popular 
at the time. Corgi had 
developed the transparent 
pipes, which it had first used 
in the Superior Ambulance 
(No. 437), in order to give 
the Rover 2000 the most 
realistic front lights that 



were possible at the time. 
If a torch was used to shine 
light into the light box, then 
the headlights came full 
on. We managed to rig up a 
demonstration with the help 
of a few Corgi mechanics 
(out of shot). The Rover 
was an ideal choice for this 
new system as it had twin 



pairs of front lights, which 
emphasised the innovation 
very well indeed. The Rover 
achieved 384,000 sales, and 
was probably one of the few 
cars that were driven around 
the darker corners of the 
house with a torch in tow - 
great fun. 

One of the most ingenious 



innovations was yet to come 
and in 1967 Corgi released 
the Lincoln Continental 
Executive Limousine, as 
model No. 262. Not only 
was this car very large, 
long and luxurious but it 
was full of special features. 
The vehicle was issued in 
either metallic bronze with 



a black textiled roof and 
deep red interior, or light 
blue with a beige roof and 
blue interior. Both cars were 
carpeted (fiock sprayed) in 
their respective colours, and 
had jewelled headlights, an 
opening bonnet, boot, and 
doors. All the trim was in 
chrome, and deep inside for

the rear passengers, 
there was a working 
television. According 
to the Great Book of 
Corgi, a ‘strip of opaque, 
coloured pictures’ was 
supplied with the car. 
Each of the pictures 
could be ‘inserted at 
the front of the screen 
to give the appearance 
of a colour TV’. Access 
to the battery unit was 
via the base of the car. 
What a great feature 
- no wonder that the 
car went on to achieve 
516,000 sales, together 
with those from 1969. 

The selected light 
features reveal the 
development and 

progress that was 
undertaken by Corgi 
Toys. In just seven years 
the use of light features 
had changed quite 
dramatically, much to 
the delight of collectors 
both young and old. CG

Probably one of the biggest 
drivers of the appreciation 
of OO scale collectable 
trains was the Hornby 
Companion series from 
New Cavendish Books. In 
particular Michael Foster's 
book 'Hornby Dublo Trains' 
first published in 1980 was 
perfectly timed to catch the 
attention of the boys of the 
'50s as they started to get 
nostalgic about the toys of 
their youth. Look out for 
the later editions which 
have an extra pictures 
supplement. 



e ’ V e 
seen how 
Meccano 
was the 
first UK 
toy company to launch a 
complete electric 00 gauge 
model railway system in 
1938. Let’s remind ourselves 
how important that was; 
clockwork power involved 
precision engineering, there 
was a lack of control over 
the engine once you set 
it running. Being able to 
control toy trains remotely, 
speeding up, slowing down 
and stopping was a big 
deal. Not to mention the 
indefatigable nature of small 
electric motors. In a country 
where mains electricity 
was still being rolled out 
nationally, being able to drive 
an electric train around your 
bedroom was, for many, an 
unattainable dream. 



THE NORTH-SOUTH 
DIVIDE 

So miniature electric trains 
were expensive and new, and 
Dublo led the field. But from 
the mid ‘50s a brash upstart 
was challenging Hornby’s 
dominance. 

If Liverpool gave us 
Meccano and the Beatles, the 
south responded with Tri-ang 
and the Rolling Stones. 

Part of the Lines Brothers 
organisation, Tri-ang started 
producing a cheaper range 
of trains incorporating 
more plastic and more 
interchangeable parts. As 
the range matured, it became 
a more serious threat to 
the dominance of Dublo. 
Unfortunately the two 
ranges were incompatible 
due to their couplings. 
Sooner or later there was 
going to be a showdown of 
epic proportions. 



THE END OF THE 
INNOCENCE 

As a result of Meccano’s 
previous successes, here 
was a company with a 
strong sense of duty and a 
responsibility towards its 
customers. While this ethos 
was refiected in the quality 
of the products, they came 
with a huge price premium. 
Meccano’s inbuilt reluctance 
to compromise, combined 
with institutional inertia, 
meant that a perfect storm 
was brewing; a combination 
of over-production of new 
lines, declining turnover, 
rapid changes in the market, 
and new products and 
technologies emerging. In 
the end, the downfall was 
shockingly quick. Having 
previously bestrode the toy 
world the Meccano empire 
imploded in two short years. 
A tragic end to the story. 



WHAT WENT WRONG? 

On the commercial front, 
1961/2 was the last good 
year for Meccano Limited: 
Dublo sales for that year had 
been £853,000, but for the 
ensuing year only £432,000; a 
disastrous halving of turnover 
just when so much had been 
invested in new products. For 
the first half of 1963 Dublo 
sales were running at less 
than a third of the previous 
year’s dismal figures. 

By 1964, no amount 
of adjustments could 
realistically have saved the 
range. Desperate measures, 
like a deal to license and 
launch Play-Doh in the UK 
were too little, too late. On 
14th February, with the 
company on the verge of 
bankruptcy. Lines Brothers 
bought the whole capital 
of Meccano Limited for 
£781,000. During January, 3 
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RIGHT Super 
Detail Restaurant 
Car 4071; sadly 
arrived too late to 
be as plentiful as its 
contemporaries. Its 
rarity has ensured 
prices up to £150.

had already been promoted 
to all dealers, and the end 
of 3 rail was announced to 
the public in March. By late 
summer all the remaining 
3 rail items had been 



of which the greatest stocks 
remained, it was clear that 
Hornby would continue in 
name only with the adoption 
of the “Tri-ang Hornby” title.

purchased by Beatties, the 
very last few “proper” Dublo 
items had been released, and 
plans were in hand to lay the 
once proud range to rest. An 
“Amalgamation Leaflet” of 
May 1965 appeared to offer a 
marriage of the two systems, 
but apart from offering flve 
locos and various accessories 



ironically attached to the 
Tri-ang trains that were 
instrumental in its downfall. 

UNSOLD STOCK 

The continuation of 3 
rail, rather than its total 
replacement, is often cited 
as the straw that broke 
the camel’s back. But the 



produces some alarming 
flgures. There were well 
over 100,000 coaches, and 
126,000 wagons. Tri-ang did 
integrate as much as it could, 
although the choice of which 
Dublo models continued 
after the changeover was 
probably dictated by the 
numbers of models sitting 



in the warehouse, more than 
any genuine expectation that 
the models were needed to 
enhance Tri-ang’s range. 

3 RAIL BUNDLES 

In an attempt to shift stock, 
job lots of models were 
offered to dealers at the end 
of 3 rail production. These 
bundles included many of 
the late period 3 rail locos 
that are worth hundreds of 
pounds at today’s prices. 
Given the chance, my choice 
would have been Selection D 
for £13-17-10 which included 
the 2-6-4 tank, Ludlow Castle, 
the 8F goods loco and City of 
Liverpool; an easy grand’s 
worth. 

MERGING WITH TRI-ANG 

There were lots of reasons 
why a merger with Tri-ang 
was going to be difflcult. For 
a start, the four Tri-ang and 
two Dublo track systems 
were never compatible. Even 
worse, there was a massive 
difference between Tri-ang 
and Dublo couplings, which 
meant it was never going to 
be possible to amalgamate 
the two systems. The riveted 
flxing of both couplings 
made changing them very 
difflcult, even for a keen 
hobbyist. The only solution 
was converter wagons, with 
different couplings at each 
end. But this was never going 
to be a desirable or permanent 
solution. Although the Hornby 
name was a great asset for 
Tri-ang to acquire, the rump 
of unsold Dublo stock was a 
problem rather than a benefit. 
Digesting Meccano could 
easily have caused Lines 
Brothers problems as well as 
benefits. 

COLLECTING DUBLO 

The rarest and most valuable 
Hornby-Dublo items are 
early (pre-war) or late period 
(1963/4). The majority of 
Dublo products are long 
lived and in plentiful supply, 
particularly 3 rail from the 
golden age, and early 2 rail 
from 1958-62. 

Many of the locos 
introduced for 2 rail had 
updated or new 3 rail 
counterparts. These have 
different running numbers 
and command a high premium 
with collectors. For example, 
a 2 rail Denbigh Castle loco 
will be worth no more than 



£100, whereas its 3 rail 
counterpart Ludlow 
Castle could make £300- 
400. Dorchester is worth 
three times as much as 
Barnstaple, likewise 
City of Liverpool 
compared with City of 
London. 80059 trumps 
80033, and 48074 beats 
48073. The closing 
years of the Hornby- 
Dublo system left us 
some of Dublo’s most 
endearing eccentricities, 
all commanding higher 
prices than the more 
common products 

from Dublo’s golden 
age. Collectors speak 
in hushed tones about 
the 5015 plastic girder 
bridge and the green 
roof signal cabin; the 
elegant super detail 
4071 Restaurant Car 
and the frankly ugly 
4654 Rail Cleaning 
Wagon. Then there is the 
E3002 electric loco with 
working pantographs, 
but no overhead wires to 
go with it. Publicity shots 
used catenary supplied 
by Tri-ang. 

ODE TO THE 6 WHEEL 
PASSENGER BRAKE 

Is it a coach, is it a 
wagon? The six wheeled 
passenger brake van 
No. 4076 was the last 
Super Detail coach to 
be issued. It typifies the 
idiosyncratic choices 
which Hornby made 
during what would prove 
to be its twilight years. 
Using a mix of tinplate 
and plastic, the model 
has few common parts so 
most had to be moulded 
specially. The prototype 
was not common even 
in its day, and there was 
no obvious demand for 
a model of it, although 
it could run on both 
passenger and freight 
trains. The model had 
an unusual arrangement 
of six wheels and an 
odd coupling design. 
In other words it’s 
totally bonkers. But 
it has become one of 
my favourite Dublo 
creations, at the same 
time as being a symbol of 
its demise. There were 
over 2000 unsold at the 
time of the takeover. CG

Crescent wasn't adverse to 
paying a license fee in 
order to make toys inspired 
by famous TV shows or 
films. As mentioned in the 
main text, Crescent made 
guns from Bond and The 
Man from UNCLE but it 
also produced figures 
inspired by British greats 
like Thunderbirds and Dan 
Dare. The latter are 
particularly rare and a full 
set in decent condition can 
make as much as £1 ,000, 
while even individual 
unboxed figures can fetch 
around the £100 mark. 



C was yet another 
great British toy 
manufacturer that 
made the transition 
from lead to plastic but which 
sadly expired a couple of 
decades later: in this instance, 
the factory closed in 1980. 

The brains behind the 
enterprise was a family by the 
name of Eagles: Henry (one of 
seven children) was aided by 
one Arthur Schneider (who 
would change his name to 
Harvey), and the pair set up 
shop in London in 1922. In fact, 
the family later split, with a 
move to begin manufacturing 
in Wales: Arthur opted to 
stay in London, though, 
and subsequently set up 
the Harvey Toy Company, 
seeking the aid of DCMT 
(who had previously supplied 
machinery to Crescent and 
who also did subcontractor 



production was tied to moulds 
derived from the Reka 
company, which Crescent 
purchased early on and this 
established its toehold in the 
market. Hollowcast was the 
name of the game in the 1930s 
and the 1940s and Crescent 
had to battle the likes of 
Britains, among others. Toy 
soldiers were all well and good 
but it became clear that more 
strings to the proverbial bow 
were required - and in this. 
Crescent excelled. While its 
toy figures are still commonly 
sighted today, equally, many 
of its other products have 
refused to lie down and 
become forgotten. As a toy 
manufacturer, its range of 
output was impressive, to 
say the least - and as such, 
it attracted rival attention in 
various other toy fields, as we 
shall see in a moment. 



That’s a tough one to answer 
because there are so many 
subsets here, ranging from 
wheeled transport through 
kitchen accessories to 
firearms and shipping, and 
I simply can’t list it all. You 
could, for example, opt for 
racing cars of the 1950s, 
which are a collection in 
itself; there are ten in all to 
find and these diecast models, 
made from 1956 to 1958 or 
so, include the curvaceous 
D-type Jaguar and a lovely 
streamlined Mercedes-Benz. 
They are arguably of better 
quality (for the time) than 
that of main rival Dinky. 
There are petrol pumps 
around, too. 

One of the most common 
Crescent toys you’ll come 
across is the Saladin 
Armoured Car with its limber 
and 251b field gun. It was a 



plica (up there with 
Britains in quality) and many 
seem to have survived in 
boxed condition: it shouldn’t 
cost an arm and a leg, either. 

If you’re a royal regalia 
fan, then you’ll probably 
want to own an example of 
the Queen’s Coronation Coach 
from 1953. Crescent wasn’t 
the first to market this model 
(that honour went to Lesney) 
but the eight horses, four 
postillions and gold coach 
are beautifully done - and 
if you can find the box, it’s a 
colourful delight, bedecked 
with fiags and fiowers and 
champagne corks. 

Insofar as sidearms 
were concerned. Crescent 
manufactured enough to start 
a small war: James Bond 
devotees will be interested in 
the fabled Walther PPK that 
was released alongside For 
Your Eyes Only, and which

Which brings us on to the 
figures, arugably what 
Crescent has become famous 
for: Crescent was prolific 
when it came to the area of 
toy soldiers. While its very 
early production was actually 




derived from the moulds 
of others (it purchased the 
previously mentioned Reka 
around 1932), it did go on to 
produce its own figurines. 

Wartime output, like 
that of many of its rivals, 
focussed on the military side 
of things: that would change 
once peace settled on Europe. 
Collectors of the hollowcast 
models have plenty to 
choose from, including the 
ever-popular Guardsmen 
(with instruments as 
well as with rifies) and 
Highlanders: it seems that 
it was virtually impossible 
for a manufacturer not to 
make both! Pre-war and post- 
war output encompassed 
British troops and there are 
some interesting examples 
to watch out for, like the 
wireless operator with a set 
and antenna, a chap with wire 
cutters tackling a barbed 
wire fence and a Bren gunner, 
lying prone. Boxed sets 
included a light gun carrying 
party, a mortar crew and a 
group with a sound locator 
and range finder, very much 
a la Skybirds. Zoo animals, 
wild animals, farm animals 
and the ubiquitous cowboys 
and Indians, along with 
knights and railway staff and 
accessories, were all made, 
as were civilian subjects. 



like a hospital set and a 
schoolroom. Space was 
also explored, thanks to 
Dan Dare’s popularity in 
the 1950s. 

Switching to plastic 
around 1956, the 
Crescent line received 
fresh impetus: the 

Wild West continued 
to hold sway (Crescent 
supplied Kellogg’s with 
both cowboy and Indian 
premiums, incidentally) 
but Mohicans and US 
cavalry were also added 
to the mix. Arabs, the 
Foreign Legion and 

ACW subjects also 
featured and wartime 
infantry from various 
countries found their 

way into the toyshops. 
Kellogg’s would also 

benefit from astronauts 
with detachable plastic 
helmets and a series of 
six Robin Hood figures: 
these are common 
at swapmeets half a 
century on, although 
most of the space 
explorers you encounter 
are likely to be minus 
their headgear. 

I’ll stop here. If this has 
whetted your appetite, 
then I’m sure you’ll find 
plenty of enjoyment in 
collecting Crescent. CG 
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I t is very appropriate that 
I have chosen to celebrate 
the achievements of this 
great British toy maker 
for our December issue, as 
Merrythought has put smiles on 
the faces of countless children 
as they unwrap their presents on 
Christmas Day and still continues 
to do so. 

My dear sister still recalls 
how thrilled she was when she 
received her lovely Merrythought 
Noddy nightdress case way back 
on Christmas Day in 1961. It was a 
Merrythought Big Ears that came 
out of my Christmas stocking that 
day, as we were both kids raised on 
those magical Enid Blyton stories. 
Sadly though my Big Ears was 
soon adopted by our dog as her 
toy and she dragged him into her 
basket on a daily basis! 

2015 sees Merrythought 
celebrate its 85th birthday 
and although many people 

immediately think of teddy bears 
when this company is mentioned. 
Merrythought has made so much 
more than bears throughout its 
long and illustrious history. Its 
first products were made during 
the early 1930s and included a 
host of endearing character toys 
all of which are highly prized by 
collectors today. 

To trace the history of 
Merrythought you have to turn the 
clock back to the years following 
World War One when there were 
great changes taking place in the 
textile industry here in Britain. 



It was in 1907 that two businessmen, 
Mr WG. Holmes and Mr G. H. Laxton, 
joined forces to open a small spinning 
mill in Yorkshire with the sole aim 
of manufacturing mohair yarn from 
materials imported from overseas. One 
of their chief customers was a plush 
weaving firm called Dyson Hall & Co 
Ltd of Huddersfield whose business, 
by the early 1920s, was becoming 
badly affected by the introduction of 
new synthetic fibres including ‘Art 
silk Plush’. In 1925, regardless of the 
decline in demand for mohair plush 
fabric. Holmes and Laxton decided to 
buy Dyson Hall’s ailing plush weaving 



J.K. Farnell, which were both hugely 
successful soft toy manufacturers. 
Rendle brought several key workers 
with him from Chad Valley and the 
Merrythought factory was born in 
September 1930, occupying a rented 
room at a former foundry building 
at Coalbrookdale in Shropshire (now 
a World Heritage Site). A wishbone 
motif was incorporated as the 
company trademark as Merrythought 
is an old English term for a wishbone. 

One of the workers who came to 
the new Merrythought works from 
Chad Valley was a hugely talented 
lady called Florence Atwood. She was 



by Eleanor Atkinson. Merrythought’s 
first teddy bear, the Magnet Bear, also 
appeared in 1931 and was advertised 
as “a really cheap line”. A second 
Merrythought catalogue followed in 
1932 with more cute teddies alongside 
farm animals, domestic animals and 
wild animals. Dolls were added to 
the range in 1933 initially as simple 
toys for babies, although by 1937 
Merrythought dolls had developed into 
fully articulated felt ‘art dolls’. Large 
ride-along toys were first made in 1933 
as the company continued to prosper 
and expand its catalogue.

The answer, they decided, was to 
make soft toys - a market that had seen 
a rise in fortune in Britain following 
the ban imposed on the import and 
sale of German made toys during the 
war. With little knowledge of the toy 
making market. Holmes and Laxton 
turned to two key men already hugely 
experienced in this industry: Clifton 
J. Rendle and Henry Janisch. Rendle 
had been in charge of production 
at the Chad Valley Toy Company at 
Harborne near Birmingham, while 
Janisch had been in charge of sales at 



a deaf mute who had been educated 
and trained in design at the deaf and 
dumb school in Manchester alongside 
the daughter of Clifton Rendle. At 
Chad Valley Florence had worked 
under the renowned toy designer 
Norah Wellings and it was Florence’s 
creative skills that set Merrythought 
on its way to success. Florence Atwood 
created the full range of the first 32 
soft toys contained in Merrythought’s 
1931 catalogue. As well as creating 
many of her own designs she also 
adapted drawings by famous artists 
of the day and characters from 
literature including Greyfriars Bobby 
a small Skye Terrier based on a book 



September 1939 Merrythought had 
expanded its workforce to more than 
200 people before the factory was 
taken over by the Government and 
used as a store for Admiralty charts 
and for map-making work. A small 
subsidiary Merrythought factory was 
opened at nearby Wellington during 
the war where a workforce of around 
eight people made a range of cloth and 
fabric items to support the war effort, 
including sleeve badges and helmet 
linings. 

Production of toys resumed at 
Coalbrookdale in March 1946, although 
disaster struck when the river Severn 
burst its banks and fiooded the factory

resulting in the loss of many of the old 
pre-war samples. 

The company prospered throughout 
the 1960s making a large range of 
licensed character toys, jumpee 
cot toys, glove toys and hobby toys 
alongside its extensive range of dolls, 
teddies and animals. 

There have been many renowned 
designers employed by Merrythought 
over the years who have maintained 
Florence Atwood’s wonderful 
creative legacy. They include Jean 
Barber, Jackie Harper, Pam Ford and 
Jacqueline Revitt all of whom have 
played their part in Merrythought’s 
long successful 85-year history. It is 
their design flair and ingenuity along 
with the veritable skill and nimble 
Angers of the Merrythought workforce 
that has created so many beautiful 
British-made toys many of which are 
now sought after collectables. 

Today Merrythought products are 
widely collected all over the world with 
a big market in the USA. Some of the 
most desirable vintage Merrythought 
toys are those that were inspired by 
famous artists and cartoon characters 
from MGM studios and Walt Disney 
productions. These include Bonzo, 
Nipper, Foo-Foo, Dinkie, Cheekie and 
Woggles, who were all dogs inspired by 
a host of different artists; Slumbering 
Sam and Vanity Jane nightdress cases 
inspired by Mabel Lucie Atwell and, 
of course Disney’s ever popular Snow 
White and her seven dwarfs. This 
long list should gives you an idea 
of the volume of rare and desirable 
Merrythought collectables there are 
out there to look out for. CG

This month finds Alwyn Brice doing his bit for the entente cordiale 



H istorically, the UK and 
France haven’t always 
seen eye to eye. Things 
got off to a bad start 
back in 1066, and with 
the passage of time, improvements 
were negligible: Agincourt and 
Crecy didn’t exactly endear us 
to our trans-Manche cousins, for 
example. That all changed in the 
last century when the Brits and the 
French showed what they could do 
together in terms of aerospace: 
is there anyone who could fail 
to be moved by Concorde? In 
a similar vein, the French also 
aided and abetted one British toy 
manufacturer... 

In those far off, pre-plastic days, 
toys of the kind that you played 
with (as opposed to those in fancy 
packaging and with sky-high price 
tags) were generally made from 
lead or pewter or some archaic 
formula invented by the Germans 
called composition. Strange to 
relate, though, aluminium was also 
used - although its exponents were 
few and you’d have been hard 
pressed to find any examples on 
these shores. Quiralu is the name 
of the company here, a French 
enterprise which predated the 
second world war (it was actually 
established in 1932) and which 
would diligently offer a huge range 
of aluminium figurines, vehicles 
(in 1:43 scale) and accessories in 
roughly 54mm size, all the way up 
to its closure three decades later. 
Other companies also got into the 
act with aluminium as a medium 
but none was as prolific as Quiralu. 
In fact, the company could be 
rightly compared to Britains in 
terms of its wide range, quality 
and inventiveness. 

It was just after the second 
global conflict that one Edgar 
Kehoe had the idea of setting up 
a toy business. Unimpressed by 
the inherent fragility of the (then 



popular) lead figurines, he became 
interested in the French answer - and 
this led to a meeting with the boss of 
Quiralu, Hubert de Grange. A deal was 
struck which would see Kehoe make 
use of some of the French moulds, 
although in the fullness of time the 
British company would produce its 
own models. Thus Wend-al was born. 

The great selling point for these 
products was their much trumpeted 
unbreakable nature. You could be 
forgiven for thinking that aluminium 
is delicate: pick up one of these 
figurines and although it is noticeably 
light, it is very strong indeed. We’re 
back to Concorde here...

Whilst Quiralu made use of brass 
master models, Wend-al went on to 
experiment with aluminium figures 
cast in sand. Under the guidance of 
Kehoe, the range steadily expanded 
and typically British additions soon 
appeared; collectors can find Winston 
Churchill, Her Majesty on horseback 
and Guardsmen, to cite just three 
examples. Whilst the French company 
was noted for its military foot soldiers 
(often French), many other types were 
manufactured. The artillery, when you 
can find it, is also very well executed. 
Arguably the most famous Quiralu/ 
Wend-al offering was the Toytown set 
in which an officer on a rocking horse 
commands his foot soldiers. It’s very 
much the stuff of children’s books but 
still quite delightful. 

However, Wend-al, like Quiralu, 
couldn’t compete with the 
complexities of plastic yet it wasn’ 
until the early 1980s that the company 
closed its doors. Today, there arc 
masses of aluminium toys out there, 
mostly in France; but finding the 
UK production is a bit harder. 
They’re not terribly expensive but 
watch out for paint loss with these 
miniatures - like lead, aluminium 
wasn’t an ideal surface. If you really 
get the bug, then there are several 
guides to the range available in 
France. Bonne chance! CG

Dorset 

David Boxall visits one of Dorset's most popular toy fairs. 



T he Wimborne Toy 
Fair proves to be ever 
popular, as does the 
venue - the Queen 
Elizabeth’s School. There is 
ample parking and an excellent, 
well used refreshments corner. 

As usual, David Rees and 
Jason Davies had gathered 
together a keen group of 
traders, who covered most 
aspects of collectables and, 
once again, there were a few 
new trade tables; mostly 
collectors who were clearing 
some of their long held 
treasures. The show opened 
at 10.15am and the queue was 
ready and willing, while the 
usual crew was in place to 
welcome the visitors into this 
very modern venue. 

Just inside the main entrance 
to the show, I met Ed Harris, 
who had booked a table in order 
to reduce his superb collection 
of tinplate and diecast toys. 
He had a number of very rare 
items to sell - mainly tinplate. 
The Mettoy Fire Station was 
particularly spectacular, 

especially if you haven’t seen 
one before. The front door was 
open, to reveal two fire engines 
inside - priced at £250. Another 
exciting model on view was 
the Chad Valley Van, also in 
tinplate. On the side of the van 
it has ‘By Appointment - Toy 
Makers to HM the Queen’, and 
beneath it had ‘The Chad Valley 
Co. Ltd, Harborne, England’. 
The whole of the roof and the 
top surround of the van were 
covered in games. It was a very 
colourful and interesting item, 
which was priced at £375. 

On the opposite side of the 



entrance hall, Mike Cooke also 
had lots of tinplate models, 
mostly in mint condition. There 
was a wide selection of quality 
items available. One of the 
most tempting was probably 
the boxed Mercedes Benz 
by Marklin. It was a slightly 
larger scale to the toys that I 
am usually drawn towards but 
it was very mint, with a price 
of £185. I also noted a red Tri- 
ang Minic Bus in a box for £70, 
and a red Pocketoy Removal 
Van in excellent condition. Also 
hard to resist was the fabulous 
tinplate VW Beetle. 

John Worley always 
manages to find mint models 
in crisp boxes for the toy fairs. 
He had made the journey from 
the Isle of Wight to be at the 
show and had a large number 
of boxed Corgi and Dinky 
toys, including a tray of Corgi 
Toys in window boxes where 
I noticed the Rover 2000 TC 
with ‘Golden Jacks’, model 
No. 275. This was the rare 
white version, with a deep red 
interior and amber roof panel. 
This particular model in the 
series of ‘Take-off wheels’ 
has a spare wheel and tyre 
in a case on the boot. The car 
was priced at £175. Also in the 
same tray, I spotted the Ford 
Mustang, model No. 391. This 
was the James Bond Mustang 
from the film Diamonds Are 
Forever, released in 1972 and 
carried a price ticket of £250. 
Finally, I thought I better 
mention one of my favourite 
models, the Hillman Hunter 
with kangaroo. This car came 
‘with 18 authentic transfers 
to apply’ and was released as 



model No. 302 in 1969. It was 
priced at £165. 

Next up was Malcolm 
Ambrose, who is a keen 
collector of commercial 
vehicles, and had an interesting 
selection as usual. Parked 
alongside the larger lorries he 
always has a variety of cars 
and some farming vehicles. He 
showed me the export version 
of Dinky Toys No. 300 Massey 
Ferguson Tractor, with yellow 
plastic front hubs, which was 
reasonably priced at £50. I 
also noticed the Dinky Toys 
Ford Consul Corsair, model 
No 130. This car is very hard 
to find now, especially in this 
condition. 

In the same hall, another 
table of quality models had 
been set out by Peter Denton. 
Peter is a keen collector, 
who is constantly upgrading 
his collection and clears out 
those models that he replaces. 
He had put together a very 
colourful display of toys from 
the 1950s and 1960s, with the 
odd 1970s interloper included. 
There was a large section of 
the table devoted to Corgi, and 
I noticed the Military Land 
Rover, in excellent condition, 
nestled amongst the crowd. 
Further along the table, I was 
particularly drawn to some of 
the Dinky Toys, including the 
Leyland Comet Cement Wagon. 
This model was released in 
1954, as model No. 933, and 
looked splendid in its box, and 
was priced at £95. I also liked 
the Guy with Type 1 Cab, in 
blue with a red flatbed. This 
model was released as No. 512, 
and this particular one, which 



was boxed, carried a price tag 
of £70. 

Tim Baker always has a 
table or two at this show and 
this event was no different. He 
had a large display of models 
for sale. Many of the vehicles 
are promotional models, which 
carry logos, while others can 
be used straight from the box 
with the smaller scale railway 
systems. 

Meanwhile Mike Thorne had 
a good selection of older Dinky 
Toys to choose from. I really 
liked the Shell-BP Austin A40 
Van, released as model No. 
470, which was in sparkling 
condition for £39. Also on the 
same stall, the Telephones 
Service Van, released as model 
No. 261 in 1955, was in excellent 
condition. This Morris ‘Z’ Van, 
in olive and black carries a 
tinplate ladder on the roof. A 
very attractive model that was 
priced at £26. 

Finally Terry Jenkins had 
yet another fabulous display, 
of very old and well preserved 
games and books, and a second 
table of trains from the 1950s 
and 1960s. This seems to be a 
regular theme for Terry at the 
Wimborne show. The games 
ranged in price from £25 to £45. 

Before leaving the show, I 
went to find David and Jason in 
order to congratulate them on 
the particularly high quality of 
the trade tables and items for 
sale. Jason explained that it is 
one of the aspects of the show 
that they have worked hard to 
establish. As usual they were 
pleased with the turnout and 
thanked everyone for their 
support. ■

Rob Burman reports from Malcolm Townsend's latest 
fair at the Blue Coat Academy, Nottingham.

N ottingham has 
something of a 
reputation when it 
comes to toy fairs. 
A couple of decades ago one 
of the country’s best events 
was held in the grounds of the 
university, while even further 
in the past one of the UK’s first 
swapmeets was held upstairs 
in the Woodlark pub on the 
outskirts of Nottingham. 
Nowadays though, the task has 
fallen to Malcolm Townsend 
and his enjoyable fair at the 
Blue Coat Academy, just off 
Nottingham’s ring road. 

For his latest show, Malcolm 
was unfortunately missing 
some key traders but still 
put together a solid offering 
featuring around 70 tables. “A 
few of my regulars couldn’t 
made it today because of 
other events,” explained 
Malcolm while manning the 
tea stand in a very fetching 
apron. “I always try and avoid 
other fairs but it’s almost 
impossible.” 

Malcolm then grabbed a 
folder full of information 
about his fairs, along with a 
calendar showing potential 
dates for other shows 
organised by different people. 
Trying to make sense of the 
coloured notes, scribbles 
and dates was no easy task 
but for Malcolm it must be 
an indispensible guide. “The 
other fairs are the easy bit... 
it’s the dates from my wife 
that are difficult,” he laughed. 

So onto the fair itself now 
and there was a busy hall 
bustling with punters. On 
offer was a nice selection of 
toys, with plenty of model 



railway options, some diecast 
and a wide selection of books 
covering varied topics. 
The first piece to grab our 
attention was a Corgi Toys 
No. 1121 Chipperfield Circus 
Crane Truck in its original box 
and priced at £95. Just next to 
it, and also in its original box, 
was a Corgi Toys No. 1127 



Bedford Simon Snorkel Fire 
Engine pegged at £33. 

Talking of diecast, there 
aren’t many professions in 
which a seller would actually 
highlight a mistake, instead 
hoping to pass it off as 
perfect. However, local trader 
Malcolm was clearly quite 
pleased with his Dinky Toys

No. 155 Ford Anglia, which 
had been painted incorrectly 
at the factory and didn’t have 
a silver grille. £65 was the 
asking price for this curio. 

Malcolm also reported that 
sales of top end items, like a 
few Dinky trucks on his stand 
for around £150, seemed to be 
doing well recently... at least 



for him. “It’s interesting at the 
moment because we’re finding 
that the expensive stuff is 
actually selling well and it’s 
the lower price pieces that 
aren’t faring too good,” he told 
us. “I guess it just shows that 
those who have got the spare 
cash are happy to spend it on 
quality toys. Quality sells!” 

Something that certainly 
stood out among all the diecast 
and model railways was a 
trader selling a selection of 
LEGO sets, including No. 7153 
Star Wars Jango Fett’s Slave 
1, as seen in Episode II: Attack 
of the Clones. Complete in its 
box, the seller was asking £125 
for it... which is perhaps a tad 
pricey, considering they tend 
to sell on eBay for under the 
£100 mark. A more reasonable 
offer was a LEGO Creator No. 
6754 house, which had a table 
price of £50. 

Finally, if you’re a model 
railway buff, then you’re 
probably used to all the fancy 
gizmos and gadgets that can 
add sound effects to your 
layouts. But what did people 
do in the past to add realism 
to their tracks? Well, how 
about a vinyl record featuring 
sounds recorded from a real- 
life railway? That’s exactly 
what Argo Transacord with 
its vinyl of South Eastern 
steam engines travelling in a 
range of locations, including 
Margate, Hastings and 
Folkestone Harbour. Made 
in 1962, you could stick this 
on in the background and be 
transported back to a simpler 
time. The price was pretty 
simple too - coming in at 
£7.50. ■

Buying and selling since the 
1970s, Oz has developed a great knack for unearthing some 
amazing finds from flea markets, antique fairs, car boot sales, 
rubbish skips and even the local tip. 



H i folks, anyone out 
there remember 
Torchy the 

Battery Boy? I 
was only a kid 
when he first appeared on 
our crackly black and white 
television set way back 
in 1960. The series was 
based on stories written by 
Roberta Leigh and the TV 
show was directed by, none 
other than, the legendary 
Gerry Anderson. Me and 
my sister loved Torchy, his 
headlamp powered by the 
battery inside his body. As I 
recall his master was a bloke 
called Mr Bumbledrop who 
owned a white poodle called 
Pom Pom... great days. 
What stirred all this Torchy 



days... I couldn’t believe my 
eyes when I saw the £3.50 
price sticker on the back. 
What a bargain! Just like the 
Torchy badge I’d never seen 
one of these tins before. It 
looks to date from the 1920s 
and is in fair condition for 
its age. No doubt the tin 
collectors will be begging me 
to sell this but I’m so tempted 
to keep it... looks like no bills 
will be paid this month! 

Another fantastic find at 
Peterborough was a Chad 
Valley tinplate racing car 
that I snapped up for what I 
thought was a reasonable £30. 
I know it should have a box 
and in mint condition with a 
box would be worth around 
£180 but I simply couldn’t 



kid, which is why I’m now 
surrounded by junk on a 
daily basis! I have pinned up 
their photo in my junk strewn 
office as a lasting reminder of 
those wonderfully hilarious 
escapades down Oil Drum 
Lane, Shepherd’s Bush.

The Malvern Fleamarket 
was as busy as ever with a 
classic car show also being 
held on the showground. My 
best buy there was a classic 
Dinky in the shape of a post 
war 29b Streamline Bus in 
fantastic condition bought 
for a bargain £22. Pre-war 
versions of this toy had a

nostalgia was a small badge 
made of felt and plastic that 
I spotted at a collectors fair 
with several other old badges. 
The dealer wanted 15 quid 
for it, which seemed a bit 
steep for a small, somewhat 
tatty, badge but I had to buy 
it because I’d never seen 
another one in all my years 
of collecting. It will probably 
remain in my own collection 
for a bit sitting alongside a 
few other scarce TV-related 
badges. 

Another super little find 
came along at the huge 
Peterborough Antique Fair 
where I dropped on a very 
rare Fry’s cocoa sample tin. 
It was just like the good old 



turn it down for 30 quid. A 
bloke from Mansfield told 
me recently that most of the 
tinplate toys and tins made 
by Chad Valley were sub- 
contracted to the Metal Box 
Co. in Mansfield, so I suspect 
this car may well be one of 
those Mansfield made toys. 

One of my best recent finds 
came from a film and TV 
memorabilia fair and only 
cost the princely sum of £4. 
I simply couldn’t resist an 
original press photograph 
of two of my all-time heroes 
Steptoe and Son (alias Harry 
H Corbett and Wilfred 
Bramble). I loved the TV 
series and I reckon they had 
a great infiuence on me as a 



cut out rear window and a 
roof fiash and are scarce, but 
these post war versions were 
only made for two years 
between 1948 and 1950 so 
are worth buying if in good 
condition and this one was 
excellent. 

On the selling front a nice 
TV Annual showing a great 
illustration of a scene from 
Supercar soon found a buyer 
willing to pay a tenner for it. 
Like Torchy, Supercar was 
an early Gerry Anderson 
production with two series 
screened by ATV in the early 
1960s. Two Supercar models 
were used to film the shows, 
a small and large version. I 
can still see Mike Mercury 



sitting at the controls of 
Supercar with that futuristic 
looking illuminated screen 
console. It certainly made 
my dad’s Ford Prefect look a 
bit dated. 

Talking of super cars I 
sold a Reliant Owners Club 
enamel lapel badge for a 
tenner the other day to a guy 
who owns a genuine three- 
wheeled Raleigh open top 
car. It was as a result of the 
Raleigh Cycle Co ending its 
production of three wheeler 
cars that former manager T. 
L. Williams bought Raleigh’s 
car making equipment and 
set up the Reliant Car Co in 
Tamworth. 

A Bayko building set 
instruction manual in great 
condition sold for a fiver, 
while a Victory jigsaw 
puzzle showing a Short Mayo 
composite fiying boat owned 
by Imperial Airways made 
£20. This amazing plane 
was built in 1937 by Short 
Brothers of Kent and made 
its first transatlantic flight 
in July 1938. Its life was 
short, however, and it was 
superseded by the Short 
‘Flying Boat’ in 1939. 

Finally on the selling front 
a nice set of Golliwog playing 
cards made by Thos De La 
Rue and Co of London found 
a buyer willing to my £18 
asking price. These were 
wonderfully well printed 
cards dating from Edwardian 
times and were in good 
condition and probably worth 
more than my asking price. 

Well that’s about all for 
another month and indeed 
another year folks. Can you 
believe that we’ll soon be in 
2016? Brave the cold dark 
mornings if you possibly can 
and, as always, be lucky! CG
